The Shanghai Mercury transtates the follow-

The system is universnlly con- 
demned; snd yet thig Chinese Govornment 
cannot ree ita way to abolixh it, though it has 
been repeatedly suggested that the rice itribute 
‘ho commuted to monoy and that the money. thus 
socured bo cmployed to buy rice in the North 
whenevor it ig needed. Tho Chinese Govern- 
ment. refuses to do away with this foulty 
system, bocanse it is projudiced by the absnard 
nution that‘ its abolition would lead to the 
starvation sf the Manchus in Poking. 

Now, eine the Chinese Governmeut considers 


it indispensable. that the transportation of 
tribute -rico to Peking should be continued, it 
should devise some good measures ‘lo improve 
the systew. The authorities of the Govern- 
ment granary in Peking occasionally eject the 


t xice omits arrival at the capital on the ground 


that itis ratten, In tho present year more 
than ‘ten thousind piculs from Kiangeu and 
Chekiang have been sent back on that accomnt. 
But it must be, borne in mind that the rotien- 
ness of the rice is entirely due to tho 
manner in which it is sent North.

Though the 
rico is in such o bad state, the authorities 
appointed to receive it in Shanghai feel obliged 
to xecept it, os they know that. in sonding 
the rico to this’ place the local officials 
in Kiangsu ond Chekiang must. , have 
apont an cnormous sum of money. After the 
rice has reached Shanghai, it is generally atored 
in the Government gcdowns for somo time 
before it is transported to the North, And 
its transportation from Shanghai ‘to Poking 
occupies nv less than eight or nine month s, 
duting which it is subjected to oll. cunditions 
of wenthur, Little wonder then that the rice 
is scarooly fit for human food when it finally 
arrives at Peking. 

From the above facts it ia ovident that it is 
not tho rice but the system of its transporta- 
tion which is at fault ; and in our opinion, tho 
only: remedy lies i the commutation of the rice 
to monoy. :

Writing in the Zines, Sir Thomas Suther- 
land, tho Chairman of the F. & O. Company, 
snys 

“Tam bold enough to conceive that, when this 
propoxed railway is made, the eea ronte will s ill: 
bo the mail route to the East. The presumption 
which has been got forth aa to the saving to bo 
effected by this land line rests apparently on the 
assumption that ten years hence the mail transit 
by sca will be exactly what it ®& to-day according 
to the present postal’ time-table—viz, 14 days 
and 14hovrs. - But I would point ont thatall mail 
contracts with which the P..& O. Company are 
concerned are based on the performance of the 
slowest and not of the fastest ships employed, and 
the postal table dovs not do justice to the service 
which isactually carriedont. Tho latest steamers 
perform the work regularly in o little over 13 
days, and, at the aume time, they have not in- 
frequently to be slowed down so a8 not toarrive 
at an ineonvenient hour for the transaction of 
business and the landing of passengers. Tho 
service now performed is, therefore, superior to 
that required by the mail contract. And the 
fact may be recalled that, within tho last 20 
years or thereabont,a week hus been kuocked off 
the transit of the uailatothe Hast. It rests 
chiefly with the British Government to decide 


whether the progress and improvement in the 
over-soa gervice ore to be maintained and in- 
creased. 

“Tf the Bagdad Railway were to rua daily 
fast service to India, letters would, of courss, 
bo sent that way. But itis os certain as any- 
thing oan well be that, unless the Britivh 
Government should gubs lise this route at a 
heavy cost, ifs service will not, within tho: life 
of those now concerned, be more than e weekly

GENERAL MILES'S REPORT. 


Tho New York correspondent of the London 
Timea telegraphed on the 27th ult. the follow- 
ing i— : 

It is a shameful story which is contained in 
the report made public to-day by Lieutenant- 
Genoral Miles, the highest officer in the United 
States Army, on the subject of the miscondust 

vof officers and soldiers in the Philippines,. Ihe 

sensational natare of the report is certainly not 
lessened by the fact that the War Department 
hesitated o leng time before giving it to the. 
public. Tho department sent General Miles to 
the Philippines to inspect and report, and when 
it received bis statement appsrontly attempted 
to suy press it, calling it “coufidentiol.” It was 
only after General Miles ssid he had no objec- 
tion to its publication that the report was made 
public. 


Tho rep ort is along one, but perhapsa single 
item will suffice to give an idea of. its nature, 
‘When Genera)’ Miles was going from Calambs 
to Batangas he says ho noticed that the 
country appeared dovastated and the people 
were very much depressed, As he was stopping 
at Lipa a porty of citizens, beaded by the 
presidunte, mot him: and complained of hareh 
treatment. “Fifteen of their’ ‘People | had boon 
tortured, by the." water-cure,” and one old map, 
n highly respected citizen, while uconiacions 
from the effects of the torture, was -dragged 
into his honse, which hud been set on fire, 


{and burned to denth. The peoplo had teen 
‘}crowded into tho towns, 600 boing confined 


in one building. A yhyeician ssid he wa 
ready to testify that some of the 600 died 
from suffocation, General Miles says that the 
statement regarding the mun said to have been 
burned to death is coufirmed by other roports, 
antl that he bas no reason to-dixbelieve the other 
statements, Many other atrocities committed 
by direction of American officers are alleged, 
including the whipping of natives to death, tho 
shooting of prisoners, and the torturing and 
robbing of priests, 

I believe that the Times. was the first. to 
suggest that the bebaviour of American officers 
in the: Philippines might bo tho result of 
climatic ‘conditions. TBis is an explanation 
which, curiously exouyb, has a good déal more 
weight ix Europe than here, where people 
capnot understand how Americans can develope 
the savagery of Turks. : 


THE BURDENS OF EMPIRE. 


MBE, CHAMBER LAIN’S “ CUT-THE-PAINTER " 
SPEECH. 


Mr. Chamberlain's “ cut,the-painter”’ speech, 
as it is called in Australis, bus excited a con- 
siderable amount of resentment throughout the 
Commonvealth. This was the speech at Cape 
Town in the course of which the Colonial 
Seoretary is reported to have said -—“ Tt mast 
be evident that as the self-governing Colonies 
grew in population, wealth, and power, they 
must either abandon the idea of forming part 
of the Empire or must take a full share in that 
burden and in those responsibilities.” This 
was cabled verbatim to Australia, where it has 
beon generally interpreted as meaning that the 
Colonies must either share the foll burdens of 
Empirs defence or leave the Empire. Sir 
Edmund Barton, the Commonwealth Premier, 
preferred to beliove that Mr. Chamberlain 
did not mean what he was roported to have 
said.
